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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant chooses to ignore the ample 
explanation given by the Examiner for the obviousness of the combination and this is not persuasive; the ability to reduce detector pitch 
while retaining detector size taught by Hu is not obtained from applicant's disclosure; the enhanced capture of the optical output of a 
scintillator body taught by Cusano is not obtained from applicant's disclosure; the discussion of the alignment in Cusano is either an 
argument of bodily incorporation or an argument against the reference individually and neither Is persuasive. 
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
